SPRY’S HOME. 


Plot of the ILW.W.’s to the 
Utah Executive is Frustrated. 


™ ALT LAKE, Dec. 25.—An at- 
tempt on the lives of Gov. Wil- 
liam Spry and members of his 
family was thwarted today when a 
neighbor discovered an infernal] ma- 
chine planted against the corner of 
the Spry homestead. The bomb was 
made of concrete in which had been 
planted two bottles of nitroglycerin 
and another bottle containing picric 
acid. To the tops of the bottles were 
fastened fulminating caps attached 
to copper wires,. which were being 
eaten away by acid. 
The discovery of the death-dealing 
instrument was accidental. R. F.

ITH the thermometer stand- 

ing at 40 degrees at iil 
o’clock last night in Los An- 

geles, it was the opinion of the 
eather Bureau and others inter- 
ested in crop productions that the 
crucial time of the season was at 
hand. A killing frost was predicted. 

San Bernardino reported 36 deg. 
at 8 o’clock, with indications point- 
ing to a considerable drop before 
morning. The snow in the moun- 
taine—of which there was a consid- 
erable fall in all sectione—had a 
strong tendency assist in depress- 
i the temperature.

EL PASO (Tex.) Dec. 25.—While 
rebel troops are said to be moving 
eastward from Torreon in the di- 
rection of Monterey, after captur- 
ing San Pedro de las Colonias, with 
its Carranza garrison of 1100 men, 
another report to reach the border 
tonight credits Gen. Francisco Mur- 
guia with leading an expedition in 
person against Villa bands in the 
region of Minaca, to the west of 
Chiuhuahua city. A rumor also is 
current in Juarez that about 1700 
of Villa’s men are near the frontier, 
twelve miles east of Juarez. 

American army men é¢xpress the 
belief that the cold wave that 
struck El Paso today, said by 
weather forecasters to be reaching 
over Northern Mexico, will have a 
serious effect on the campaign 
against Villa, and one to Villa’s :d- 
vantage. They point out that the 
government troops in Chihuahua 
come from the tropical east coast 
and are unable to withstand the 


‘intense cold of the high altitudes, 


which develops pneumonia amorg 
them. Villa's followers are all, on 
the other hand, natives of the 
northern mountainous plateaus, the 
officers say, and well seasoned in 
winter campaigning. 

A report was received here to- 
day by an American known to be 
close to Villa that he captured San 


Torreon, yesterday. Villa is said to 
have captured 1100 de facto troops 
when he took this town, which was 
the birthplace of Francisco lL. Ma- 
dero. Carranza officials ‘say they 
have no information about the tak- 
ing of this town. ‘

EXPENSES. 


Expenses have not kept pace with 
the rapid rise in receipts, although 
they have measurably incre ‘ 
From a total of $182,881,269 in 
January expenses had increased to 
$203,235,349 in September, approxi- 
mately 11 per cent. During that pe- 
riod receipts had inc from 
$260,054,306 to $324,954,301, ap- 
proximately 25 per cent. The chief 
items of expense™ for the  nine- 
months period for which returns are 
available are as follows: ee 

Maintenance of way, $320,157,526; 
maintenance of equipment, $441,- 
750,069; transportation, $858,973,- 
536; traffic, $46,679.422; miscellane- 
ous operations, $19,904,769; general 
expenses, including administration, 
$61,996,428. All operating expenses 
totaled $1,744,160,022., 

On the same basis the year’s ex- 
penses will approximate $2,346,066,- 
990, leaving net revenue from op- 
erations $1,254,573,512. From the 
last figure, however, must be deduct- 
ed the railroad’s annual tax bill, 
approximately $155,625,546, and bad 
debts—down on the books as uncol- 
revenue—approximating 
$965,928, a total of $156,591.474. 

About 230,500 miles of road were 
in operation during the year. In the 
first months the total fell below 
230,000; during the latter part of 
the year it exceeded 2,300,000. 
Using 230,000 as an average, 
returns show that for every mile 
of road operated in the country the 
railroads will receive this year ap- 
proximately $15,655 on grose re- 
ceipts, and a net income of $4774, 
or little more than 30 per cent. of 
gross. 

COMPARISON. 

Compared with previous earnings, 
net income for 1916 shows an in- 
crease of more than 52 per cent. over 
the finance year of 1915, 69 per cent. 
— 1914 and 34 per cent. over 

Wide divergence receipts 
among the roads of various sections 
is disclosed. The overburdened rail- 
roads of the East have skimmed 
the cream of the traffic. The con- 
gestion at eastern seaports and on 
almost every eastern road has 
spelled, in glutted sidings and slow- 
moving traffic, a flood of revenue 
the like of which was undreamed 
of even a year ago. For every mile 
of the 69,200 in the eastern group, 
more than $20,000 has been received 
in revenue, and every mile has 
earned a net income of over $5900. 

' While the usual trend

secondary attributes are said to lie 
in the fact that eastern roads for 
the most part have short hauls and 
traverse densely populated areas. 
Especially is this noticed in the 
revenue from passenger traffic, east- 
ern roads with 69,200 miles having 
received almost as much in pas- 
senger fares as all the rest of the 
roads in the country put together, 
with a total of 170,800 miles. 

‘The railroads of the South with

Net in- 
come on southern roads, ap- 
proximates $3500 per mile. On west- 
ern roads the revenue per mile was 
approximately $11,217 with net in- 
come of $3614. The western roads, 
however, show a greater net income, 
in proportion to receipts than is 
shown in any other section. Percen- 
tage of net me to gross receipts 
was: For the entire country approxi- 
mately 30 per cent., for eastern and 
southern roads, 29 per cent.; for 
western roads, 32 per cent. The dif- 
ference is attributed by officials to 
careful administration and to higher 
tariffs prevailing in the sparsely set- 
tled sections of the West than in the 


IN THE WEST. 


Western roads also lead those of 
all other sections in the amount of 
taxes paid, $71,263,601, with eastern 
roads second with $62,440,341. The 
annual taxes of southern roads is 
Placed at $21,923,604, Eastern 
roads, however, contracted more bad 
debts than those of other sections, 
the showing being: 

“Bastern roads, $445,805: western 
roads, $367,653; southern roads. 
$152,670." 

The figures show that the Ameri- 
can peaple are traveling more and 
further than ever before—at least 
on American railroads. Beginning 
with $49,805,917 in January the pub- 
lic’s monthly passenger fare rose 
more than 40 per cent. to $70,000,- 
000, slightly surpassing this figure 
in the holiday months of July aga 
August. In the short month of 
February passenger receipts slumped 
to $46,618,325. They rose from $54,- 
253,790 in May to $61,548,716, when 
the vacation rush started in June, 
and to $70,185,853 at its height in 
July, receding to $66,586,471, in 
September, the last month for which 
returns are available. Officials as- 


lsert that passenger receipts for the 


remaining three months probably 
will fall below those of September, 
but normal increases in other 
revenues are expected to compen- 
sate for this loss. Total passenger 
receipts for the year, it is expected 
will aggregate $700,000,000. 

Increased rates in certain com- 
muting sections are said to be re- 
sponsible, to some degree, for the 
increase in passenger receipts. 

Notwithstanding 
volume of business handled and the 
resultant new high level in net in- 
come, officials declare that the car 
shortage situation has seriously 
handicapped the roads in recent 
months and that were it not for this 
and the congestion in the East, the 
roads would show still greater 
revenues and income.

¥Yormer German Ship Acts Myster- 
fously Off Hatteras.

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—The offi- 
cers and crew of the American 
steamer Sucrosa, which arrived to- 
day from Tuxpam, Mex., were 
mystified by the peculiar actions of 
a vessel encountered on the voyage 
which they identified as the Portu- 
guese steamer Faro of Lisbon, last 
reported leaving New Orleans, De- 
cember 18 for Newport News and 
Gibraltar. The Faro was formerly 
the German steamship Galata, one 
of the German vessels ‘interned in 
Portuguese ports at the outbreak of 
the war and later seized by the 
Portuguese.

susceptible of far more humor than 
I ever suspected such a dry subject 
could contribute to my personal en-. 
tertainment and comfort. If I had 
to go to the polls tomorrow and do 
my duty as a sovereign citizen I 
should probably vote for George 
Cohan for president, Frank Otto for 
vice-ptesident and general manager, 
and I am not sure that I would 
scratch the name of Billy Sunday 
for chaplain of the Senate or what-
